Sunflowers Increase 
Profits of Dairies 


Reports Tend to Indicate that New 
Fodder Destined to Become a 
Standard Crop. 

Now that winter feeding of stock 
is almost finished, reports on the re- 
sults of sunflower feed are coming in 
from many sources, and all tend to 
indicate that this new fodder is des- 
tined to become a standard crop in 
the western provinces, It seems that 
practically*everybody who has experi- 
inented with a few acres of sunflowers 
is going to at least double the acre- 
age this year and silos will be spring- 
ing up in every district throughout 
west 

A typical example of what this sil- 
age means to the dairy farmer is giv- 
en by Bert Tiffin, of Lethbridge, Al- 
berta, For the purpose of compari- 
son it may be mentioned that in De- 
cember, January and February, 1919, 
his cows produced milk to the value 
ot $1,128.93, 

Last year Mr. Tiffin planted five 
acres to sunflowers and from the 
same number of cows he got milk 
that brought him $1,648.04, an increase 

f $519.11, His silo cost less than 
$500. Previously he needed all his 
quarter seetion to supply feed to his 
hérd but his sunflower yield was so 
large that he has been able to spare 
fifty tons of alfalfa, worth about $700, 
for the market, so that even with the 
expenses of his silo he will have a 
net cash surplus of more than $700. 
Adding in the value of his silo he has 
found that the sunflower fodder has 
meant more than $1,200 increased rev- 
enue to him,

and there it would be traded to the 
Plain Indians who were excessively 
fond of it, {nd the price to them was, 
1 think, a skin a pound, 

The officer in charge of Manitoba 
Hoyse at that time was the late Isaac 
Cowie, and he fitted out five Red Riv- 


er carts with ponies, detailed a half-| 
breed named Charlie Anderson (gen-| 


erally known as Charlie-Man) for 
guide, had the carts loaded up with 
sugar and sy‘ up, and issued us rations 
for the trip. Unfortunately a gun 
was not included in the equipment 
and at that time I did not own one. 
He then gave orders for us to pro- 
ceed direct to Fort Ellis, Jt was a 
wilderness we had to traverse, and in 
fact on the whole trip we never saw 
or tracked a human being, The 
ponies we were using had wintered 
out and as the green grass was only 
just coming in they were poor 
shape for a long trip, Our 
was very slow, not more than eigh-

If the resolution, notice of which 
was made in the house by Sir Henry 
Drayton, minister of finance, is pass- 
ed, Canada will shortly have a new 
five-cent piece composed of pure nic- 
kel metal. It is proposed to have 
the coin weigh 70 grains and to make 
it the same eize or very nearly the 


same size, as the new Canadiar one-| 
cent piece. 

The American five-cent piece which 
is popularly called a “nickel” and is 


generally thought to be composed of 
the nickel! metal, is in reality only 25

U.S. Naval Strategy 
Fleet May Soon Be Concentrated In 
The Pacific Ocean. 

The New York Tribune's Washing- 

ton correspondent understands that 
orders, concentrating practically alf 
the United States fleet in the Pacific, 
will be sent out within a few weeks, 
This is being done not as a military 
gesture, the correspondent learns 
from a “very high authority,” but 
merely as a return to “sound naval 
strategy.” 
The correspondent continues: 
Those who have defended former 
Naval Secretary Daniels’ policy of 
dividing the fleet, keeping part of 
it in the Pacific and part in the At- 
lantic, have contended that it would 
be a matter of only a few days to 
unite the fleet should any threatening 
situation arise. But it is almost uni- 
versallly conceded in both army and 
navy circles that, in the cvent of any 
trouble, it would be a very simple 
matter for an enemy to bomb the 
Panama Canal into 
whereupon the two parts of the fleet 
would find themselves 12,000 
apart.”
